REPORT. 


I  have  the  honour  to  communicate  for  the  information  of  the 
Rural  District  Council  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1900. 

1.— VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  is  39  ;  to  this  number 
must  be  added  4  which  occurred  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  and  1  in 
Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district.  The 
corrected  number  is  44,  equal  to  a  death-rate  from  all  diseases 
of  14’ 9  per  thousand  living  per  annum,  which  is  slightly  lower 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate  in  England  and 
Wales  for  the  same  period  is  given  as  18*3  in  the  summary  of  the 
Registrar  General  contained  in  the  appendix  to  his  report  for  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year. 


Death  Rate. 
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The  only  death  in  the  group  of  zymotic  diseases  has  been  one 
from  Diphtheria  ;  equal  to  a  death-rate  from  these  diseases  of  0’30 
per  thousand  living  per  annum. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  is  46,  equal  to  a  birth¬ 
rate  of  15*6  per  thousand  living  per  annum.  The  birth-rate  in 
England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  is  given  as  28*9. 

Infantile  mortality  as  represented  by  the  ratio  of  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age  to  1000  registered  births,  is  152, 
which  is  much  higher  than  that  of  last  year. 

The  total  deaths  and  annual  death-rate  for  this  Registration 
sub-district,  after  distribution  of  deaths  in  public  institutions,  are 
as  follows  : —

There  has  been  an  increase  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  ;  the 
death-rate  from  this  disease  is  1*36. 

There  has  been  a  marked  decrease  of  deaths  from  Cancer,  and 
from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs.  The  death-rate  from 
Cancer  is  1*0. 


2.— DISEASE  INCIDENCE. 

Six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  notified  during  the  year ; 
the  earliest  in  March  at  a  Public  House  in  the  Main  Street,  Over. 
It  was  elicited  on  a  visit  that  there  had  been  antecedent  cases  of 
Sore  Throat  which  were  unrecognised  and  therefore  not  notified  at 
two  cottages  on  the  Willingham  Road,  but  it  was  too  late  for 
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verification  of  the  real  nature  of  the  disease.  Five  cases  in  four 
households  were  notified  at  Swavesey  in  May  and  June,  all  more 
or  less  associated  with  each  other.  The  earliest  two  cases  at  one 
house  appeared  to  have  been  contracted  from  a  youn^  friend  at 
Willingham.  The  third  case  was  distinctly  traceable  to  the  first 
household  assailed,  and  in  like  manner  the  fourth  from  the  third 
where  the  young  man  had  been  at  work.  The  fifth  case  was  a  girl 
in  service  at  a  Public  House  and  may  have  caught  the  disease 
from  people  who  had  visited  the  village  feast  which  was  being  held 
at  the  time  or  from  one  of  the  previously  mentioned  cases  but  so 
much  reticence  was  observed  that  it  was  difiicult  to  decide  with 
accuracy. 

Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  one  of  which  ended  fatally  were 
notified  at  one  house  at  Over  in  December  ;  one  was  closely  assoc¬ 
iated  with  cases  which  occurred  almost  simultaneously  at  Willingham 
but  as  there  were  exchange  of  visits  between  the  infected  families 
in  the  two  villages  it  is  impossible  to  trace  with  accuracy  the 
sequence  of  infection. 

One  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  notified  at  Swavesey  in 
September  ;  the  disease  was  probably  introduced  by  a  soldier  who 
had  been  invalided  home  with  Typhoid  Fever  from  South  Africa 
and  had  been  staying  at  the  house  a  short  time  before  the  onset  of 
the  disease. 

The  schools  at  Connington  have  been  closed  on  account  of  an 
epidemic  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 


3.— WATER  SUPPLY  AND  DRAINAGE. 

For  the  third  time  in  my  experience  a  stoppage  occurred  in 
that  section  of  the  water  main  from  the  Black  Horse  well, 
supplying  the  public  pumps  in  Middle  Watch  and  Boxworth  End, 
Swavesey.  On  opening  up  the  ground  and  exposing  the  pipe,  the 
blockage  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  same  case  as  on  the  two  former

occasions,  viz  :  vegetable  fibres  which  had  gained  access  from  roots 
of  trees  through  the  clay  used  for  caulking  the  joints  of  a  section 
of  the  glazed  pipes. 

At  Connington,  the  water  supply  having  failed  during  the  hot 
weather,  the  inhabitants  were  allowed  to  fetch  water  from  a  private 
well. 


At  Lolworth,  the  well  reservoir  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned 
out,  and  the  pumps  repaired. 

The  following  parish  pumps  have  been  repaired  :  at  Boxworth 
1,  Connington  1,  Fen  Drayton  1,  Over  3,  and  Swavesey  2. 

The  following  parish  ponds  have  been  cleaned  out :  Boxworth 
1,  Connington  I,  Fen  Drayton  1,  Over  2,  Swavesey  2. 

With  regard  to  one  pond  at  Swavesey,  the  flood  sluice  has 
been  lowered  in  order  to  prevent  heading  up  of  water  in  the  public 
road  drain  which  passes  near  some  of  the  public  reservoirs  recently 
found  to  be  polluted  therefrom. 

In  this  small  district  no  drainage  work  has  been  done  during 
the  year. 

4.— PREMISES  REGULATED  BY  SANITARY 

AUTHORITIES. 

Printed  circulars  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
Order  have  been  distributed  among  the  Cowkeepers  and  Dairymen 
of  the  district  calling  their  attention  to  the  regulations  already 
adopted. 


5.— HOUSE  SANITATION. 

At  Swavesey,  the  houses  which  had  been  reported  as  being 
dilapidated  have  been  pulled  down. 
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At  Boxworth,  a  house  which  has  been  reported  as  being  in  a 
filthy  condition  has  been  on  notice  from  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
thoroughly  cleansed  by  the  occupier. 

6.— PERMISSIVE  ACTS. 

The  only  one  of  the  Permissive  Acts  in  force  in  the  district 
is  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889.  It  might  be 
worth  the  consideration  of  the  Council  whether  the  adoption  of 
the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  and  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  would  not  be  beneficial  to 
the  district. 


7.— STATISTICAL  TABLES. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Statistical  Tables  required  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  have  been  completely  altered.  1  hope 
that  the  explanatory  notes  will  suffice  to  make  them  intelligible. 
Table  II.  is  omitted  by  direction  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
as  needless  for  small  and  undivided  Districts.  These  and  all  the 
above  remarks,  together  with  the  Inspector’s  record  of  work, 
appended  hereto,  I  respectfully  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Eural  District  (Council.

NOTES. 


(a)  The  deaths  of  residents  occuring  beyond  the  limits  of  the  district  are 
included  in  this  table,  and  deaths  of  non-residents  occuring  in  the 
district  are  excluded.  See  note  on  Table  I.  as  to  meaning  of 
“  Residents”  and  “  Non-residents.” 

(h')  Deaths  of  residents  occuring  in  public  institutions  have  been  allotted  to 
the  respective  localities  according  to  the  addresses  of  the  deceased 
as  given  by  the  Registrars,  and,  in  addition,  have  been  classified- 
under  Public  Institutions.” 

(c)  Under  the  heading  of  “Diarrhoea”  are  included  deaths  certified  as  from 
diarrhoea,  alone  or  in  combination  with  some  other  causes  of  ilD 
defined  nature  ;  and  also  deaths  certified  as  from 

Epidemic  enteritis  ; 

Zymotic  enteritis  ; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea  ; 

Dysentry  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea  ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras  (in  the  absence  of 
Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “  Enteritis  ”  are  included  those  certified  as  from 
Gastro-enteritis,  Muco-enteritis  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless,  from 
information  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the  certifying  practitioner  or 
otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason  for 
including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific 
term  “  Diarrhoea.” 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  have 
been  included  under  the  latter.
